dollars. He was asked how -he justi- 
fied the failure to make inquiries as 
to how much the firm was making 


out of the company, and in reply made 
a long technical explanation of how 
the general agent was really an inde- 
pendent merchant and when the gen- 
eral agent made great profits it meant 
the company profited greatly. 
The 


system of large rewards for achieve- 
ments was what built up the business. 
McCurdy said Raymond £ Co.'s re- 
muneration was about the same as the 
general agents of other companies. 


Hughes wormed out of McCurdy the 


statement that the commissions paid 
Raymond &.Co. were higher than any- 
! where else, except in Texas. An in- 


quiry 'developed the fact the Texas 
Gillette and the latter is a brother of 
the former general manager of the 
Mutual.

IDEAS CHAOTIB IN EXTREME 


Women Hurt By Cleveland's Telling 


Blow Squal And Complain of 


"The Injustice." 


While the Gazette does not endorse 


the following attack upon IC.vl'resi- 
deiH G rover Cleveland, it reprints it 
at the request of the agent of public- 
ity of the Women's Suffrage League 
of the United States to illustrate oust 
how radical are their views. 
Presi- 


dent Cleveland is a man of thought 
and consideration and his recent arti- 
cles on this subject are worth consid- 
eration. 
He has never evinced haste 


in preparing articles for the press, 
nor in his actions' and his views on 
the question should 
be 
carefully 


weighed: 


The Article 


Hon. 
G rover 
Cleveland's 
recent 


sweeping onslaught on women's clubs 
showed that his views about "woman's 
sphere" are so reactionary as to be 
quite out of 
touch 
with 
modern 


thought. 
After that article, nothing 


that he may say on the woman ques- 
tion need be taken 
very 
seriously. 


Still,'his, latest utterance invites some 
comment. 


.Mr. Cleveland thinks that woman is 


"not gifted with the power'of clear 
and logical reasoning," that she "deals 
mista.kenly with practical 
problems, 


because 
sympathy 
or 
sentiment 


clouds 'her perception of the relative 
value of tite factors involved; "that 
she is "unbusinesslike." and occasion- 
ally stubborn." 
Mr. Cleveland's own 


article affords amusing 
proof 
that 


some of those characteristics arc not 
wholly confined to women. 


For instance, Mr. Cleveland during 


the past few months has had a flood 
of evidence poured in upon him as to 
The good work accomplished by wo- 
men's clubs; but he staunchly says1, "I 
have no intention of modifying the 
opinions I have expressed relating to 
women's 
clubs." 
It is not -women 


alone who are 
"occasionally 
stub- 


born." 


Again, Hon. John L. Shafroth said 


that not more than one in ten of the 
persons implicated in the Colorado 
election 1'rauds were 
women. 
Mr. 


Cleveland says this1 does not mitigate 
matters, for "the most gluttonous suf- 
frage-corruptor in the world ought to 
be a happy scoundrel if he could 'im- 
plicate' in bringing about his ends ten 
out of every hundred voters." 
Mr. 


Shafroth said that one-tenth of all 
the culprits were women; Mr. Cleve- 
land assumes that one-tenth of all 
the women were culprits; a blunder 
for which the dullest student in any 
logic class ought to get a bad -mark. 
It is not women alone who sometimes 
lack (.lie gift of "clear and logical rea- 
soning." 


.If Mr.. Cleveland could show 
that 


more women than men cheated in the 
Colorado elections, he would score a 
fair point against woman suffrage. If 
the number'of men and women cheat- 
ing were about equal, it would not 
be an argument either way. But since 
election fronds" are much .rarer among 
the women, it is distinctly an argu- 
ment for woman suffrage." 


Mr. Cleveland says he "believes it 


will be found" that the laws are bet- 
ter in the states where women do 
not vote than in the states whore 
they do. Ke arrives att his conclu- 
sion by the feminine method of intui- 
tion; he does not claim to have inves- 
tigated the matter.

ery woman voted, the votes' of the 
'right kind of woirm would be largely 
outweighed by the undesirable class. 
Ex-Gov. Warren of Wyoming 
says, 


"Our women nearly all vote, and since 
in Wyoming as elsewhere, the major- 
ity of women are1 good and not bad, 
tlie result is good and not evil." 


'Mr. Cleveland gives' some flagrant- 


ly inaccurate statistics as to women's 
school vote. 
For instance, he says 


that in 1S9S in Cleveland, Ohio, only 
S2 women registered. 
The secretary 


of the Cleveland election board says 
that in 1SBS. MI-IS women registered 
and -1SIH voted. 


At elections where only school offi- 


cers are chosen, only a fraction of 
the men ever turn out to vote. 
The 


women's' school vote may 
not 
be 


large, but it is generally cast for the 
best interests of the schools. 
Theo- 


dore Roosevelt was asked why he 
recommended woman suffrage in his 
message to the legislature as governor 
of New York. 
He answered ihat his 


home town of Oyster Bay had long 
been in great need of a new school- 
house, but they never could get the 
necessary appropriation till' the wo- 
men were given the 
school 
ballot. 


Then the mothers voted 
the 
new 


schoolhouse at once. 


Mr. Cleveland says that the major- 


ity of women, do not want to vote. 
Most women are' indifferent, hut of 
those who take any lively interest in 
the subject either way, the large ma- 
jority are on favor. This was conspic- 
uously shown in the mock referendum 
on woman suffrage, taken in Massa- 
chusetts ten years ago, to which Mr. 
Cleveland refers. 
He says only 
a 


minority of tiie women voted yes. 
He 


omits to mention that only a much 
smaller minority voted no. 
The wo- 


men's vote stood—yes, 
22,20<1; 
no, 


SCI. 
Mr. Cleveland says there were 


•17 towns, in which no women voted 
yes. There were 20S towns in which 
uo woman voted no; and this although 
the "Man Suffrage association" cover- 
ed the walls of every town in the 
state with large posters urging wo- 
men to vote no. 


Mr. Cleveland says the number of 


women voting for suffrage was loss 
than the number who sometimes vote j 
at school elections. 
At school elec-i 


tions the women, can cast a legal 
vote, which may accomplish 
same- 


thing. 
On the suffrage question they 


were allowed to cast only a mock 
vote, which was. to have no legal val- 
idity, and was to give the women 
nothing if. the majority went in their 


I favor. 
Under the circumstances, it 


was remarkable that so many as 2;!00 
women took the trouble to register 
and go to the polls. 


Mr. Cleveland says suffrage is not 


a natural right. Dr. Janies Freeman 
Clarke says, "if all women were for- 
bidden to use' the sidewalk, and com- 
plain of the injustice, it would be no 
answer to tell them that it was not 
a natural right, but one given by so- 


I ciely. 
A great many rights are giv- 


' en by society, of which, however, it 
would be manifestly unjust to deprive 
either sex." 


Mr, Cleveland says that not 
all 


taxpayers are allowed to vote. If the 
taxpayer is an infant, an idiot, a lun- 
atic, a felon, a non-resident or an alien 
he canot vote, of course. But women 
are the only' large body of taxpayers1 
debarred without obvious reason. 


Mr. Cleveland has a great, deal to 


say about God's- intentions and. wo- 
man's "allotted sphere." He is quite 
sure that the ballot box lies outside 
it. 
if the trend of events furnishes 


any indication of the divine purpose, 
it looks as1 if Mr. Cleveland were mis- 
taken. A -hundred years ago, with a 
few inconsiderable exceptions, women 
could not vote anywhoi-e. Today they 
vote for all officers, except members 
of Parliament in .England, Scotland, 
Ireland and many of the English col- 
onies, as well as in several countries 
of Europe: and they have 1'ul! suf- 
frage in Australia, New Zealand and 
four of oui- own western states. Mil- 
lions' of English peaking men 
and 


women now have actual, practical ex- 
perience of woman suffrage. 
Out of 


those millions, oui\upponunts have not 
yet found a. dozen respectable men 
who assort over their own names and 
addresses that i't has had bad results 
whatever. 
This Is the more remarka- 


ble since active Anti-Woman Suffrage 
associations in New York and Massa- 
chusetts have been for years diligent- 
ly gathering ail the adverse testimony 
they could find. Mr. Cleveland proph- 
esies that "would vastly increase the. 
unhappy Imperfections and shortcom- 
ings- of our present man-voting suf- 
frage." that the- -bad and foolish wo- 
men- would outvote the good and in- 
telligent, etc.. etc. 
But he does not 


quote one solitary resident in any 
suffrage state to show that these re- 
sults have actually followed. 
Instead, 


he quotes triumphantly from an east- 
ern tourist:. Miss Elizabeth McCrack- 
en, -,vho, after a short visit to Color- 
ado, declared that iho womanhood of 
the women had been seriously damag- 
ed by the ballot. The most highly es- 
teemed men and women in Colorado, 
from the governor down, have em- 
phaiically denied her statements. Mrs. 
Mary W. Slocum. wife of President 
Siocum of Colorado college, a woman 
who has lived in the state more years 
than Miss McCracken 
spent 
'days 


there, wrote in the Outlook: "A mass 
of testimony to the contrary can be 
quoted from clergymen and teachers, 
whose business, year in and year out, 
is to note moral conditions." 


A statement that, woman suffrage 


works well and that none of the pre- 
dicted evils have followed has been 
signed by the governor and three ex- 
governors of Colorado, by the chief 
justice and all the judges of the state 
supremo court, the 
Denver district 


court and the court of appeals; by a 
long list of prominent citizen, includ- 
ing the president of the state univer- 
sity, the state superintendents of pub- 
lic instruction, leading clergymen of 
different denominations, and the pres- 


idents of IS of the principal women's 
associations of Denver. 
Against this 


we are offered the unsupported as- 
sertion1 of one little eastern tourist. 


Mr. Cleveland' says that 
woman, 


"deals mistakenly with practical prob- 
lems because sentiment clouds her 
perception of the relative value of the 
factors 
involved." 
Mr. 
Cleveland 


deals mistakenly with the problem of 
woman suffrage, us he did with the 
problem of women's clubs, because his 
sentimental dislike of any activities 
for women outside the home clouds 
his perception of the relative value 
of the affirmative and negative testi- 
mony in the case.
